LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 235

Introduced by Christensen, 44.

PURPOSE: This study will examine two different water issues in
Nebraska. First, it will examine potential programs to achieve
the needed amount of retired irrigated acres under the Platte
River Recovery Implementation Program, entered into by the State
of Nebraska under the Platte River Cooperative Agreement, and how
to finance such programs. Second, the study will examine potential
programs to address future water-short years in the Republican
River Basin, and how to finance these programs.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDRED FIRST LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the Natural Resources Committee of the
Legislature shall be designated to conduct an interim study to
carry out the purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
